SALISBURY (Reuters)—The Rhodesian govern¬ 
ment was reliably reported Friday night to be planning 
to execute six more Negroes in Salisbury prison Mon¬ 
day. 

The first three of the six con¬ 
demned men were scheduled to 
be hanged simultaneously on a 
triple gallows at 8 a.m., sources 
said. The executions of the 
other three would follow. 

Two of the six condemned 
men were identified as Francis 
Chimsoro Chiresa and Take 
Uyare Heremiah. convicted in 
1965 of the murder of a tribal 
sub-chief. 

The remaining men were 
Identified by sources as Herbert 
Sambo, sentenced to death in 
October, 1964, Amen Chikwakwa- 
ta, sentenced in March, 1965. 
and John Malauzo Ndhlovu and 
Samson Majengwa.

recommendations aiming at more protection for the 
bufividoal and more control of the power of govern¬ 
ment, police and government-appointed bodies. 

An In t ensi ve study of these recommendations, 
according to Pnmler John Roberts, wffl begin now and 
will lead to the application of the p rinc i p l e s and pro¬ 
posals of the report In this proems, Ontario can 
hardly fall to set an example that can co mfo rt ab ly be 
Ignored elsew h ere In Canada. 

The degree to which legislation In Ontario has 
made poaribW the abuse of state power—“something 
In the nature of a trust co nferred by the people on 
all those in portions of authority” Mr. McRuer says— 
is extensive, the. report Indicates.

New Confrontation 

THERE IS A NEW CONFRONTATION between 
A Malaysia and Indonesia. But . this time it is a 
friendly one, a vast change from the warlike attitude 
engineered by the dismissed and dtogrfced Indonesian 
president, Aehmed Sukarno. And tins time It is of 
Malaysia’* making. 

Long anticipated and eagerly awaited, the over¬ 
tures of Malaysia's head of government, Tunku Abdul 
Rahman, towards bis Mg neighbor could possibly 
presage a form of union or at least m u t u a l ly helpful 
commercial arrangements. 

Already there tre strong ethnic and religious links 
between the two countries, and the Tunku's search for 
more harmonious relations to therefore materially 
assisted. 

There Is another incentive for Indonesian* to join 
hands with their brothers across the narrow Malacca 
Strait 

Indonesia’s economic recovery, following the evil 
years of spendthrift administration under Sukarno, 
has been slow. Malaysia,.on the other hand, to thriv¬ 
ing, due In large part to the British influence and the 
solid industrial foundation laid during the time of 
colonial rule and the period of postwar protection of 
the new federation by Iba United Kingdom. The huge 
rubber and tin production continues to support the 
economy. Indonesia could learn much from Malaysia's 
experience, and any offer of such aid by the Tunku to 
Hkriy to be seized with enthusiasm. 

Indoneria has a large agricuttml potential, and. 
Use Malaytia, contodemne lasts In rabrar, tin, oQ and 
other minerals b eg g ing for dmkxxnenL Latterly, 
this area of more than 150,000,000 soul* has been 
unable to feed itself. It did not even produce enough 
rice for its own needs. The rewriting drain on the 
country's depleted financial reso ur ces helped to frus¬ 
trate recovery. 

All tide coukl be changed if the country were to 
follow, in some respects at least, the example of 
Malaysia. The Tunku’s Invitation .to a new and har¬ 
monious relationship coukl very vesQ rewrit hi achieve¬ 
ment of a highly profitable partnership. 

Them to still another factor that binds these 
peoples. TtoA has been the target of Communist 
expansion tom and each has won a bloody struggle 
against it What more natural than that they should 
make common cause to resist a threat that still per¬ 
sists in all of southeast Asia?

Litter Nears 
End of Road 


New controls over Utter along 
B.C. highways are contained in 
a bill introduced in the legisla¬ 
ture Friday. 

The proposed Act to Facili¬ 
tate the Improvement of Seen-, 
ery Bordering Highways was in¬ 
troduced by Municipal Affairs 
Minister Dan Campbell and 
given first reading by the house. 

It gives wide power* to . the 
minister in morfanteed Terri¬ 
tory and to mmfieipaUtles to 
order cleanup of raMliah, gar¬ 
bage. filth, dto oar floi notarial* 
or the bodia* or parts at ve¬ 
hicles or macMMry alongside 
designated highway!. 

DP TO MINISTER 

Roadside premises, according 
to the bill, means lands within 
500 feet of the centreline of a 
designated highway. It's up to 


the minister to rule that a high-1 
way or part of a highway conies j 
under the proposed legislation. 

The owner or occupier of a 
property on which a cleanup 
notice has been served is given 
30 days in which to comply with 
the order. Failure to do so 
means the authorities can have 
the work done and bill the 
owner. 

The bill also contains pro¬ 
vision for a 1500 panatty to bo 
levied in • com where tho 
owner obstructs any cleanup.

NEW YORK (UPI) — 
Bishop Terence James Cooke, 
4f-year-okl native New York¬ 
er, was named by Pope Paul 
Friday as Roman Catholic 
archbishop of New York to 
succeed the late Francis 
Cardinal Spellman. 


The youthful Cooke, general¬ 
ly considered a liberal, im¬ 
mediately pledged "to move 
forward courageously in meet¬ 
ing the challenge of our

day of a gallant, 87-day 
battle against the terrible 
burns which covered most 
of his body. 

“Everything medically and 
humanly possible was done,” a 
spokesman for toe family said a 
few hours after the boy died in 
St. Joseph’s 3-C surgery ward at 
11:05 a.m. 

David suffered burns to 85 per 
cent of hia body when a one- 
gallon gasoline can he was 
holding exploded on toe after¬ 
noon of Monday, Dec. 1L 

Rolled on Ground 

He rolled on toe ground 
behind his home at 2780 Mill- 
stream Road trying to put out 
the flames that were searing his 
body. 

The doctors and nurses who 
had attended the boy day and 
night during the three-month ■ 
ordeal were -depressed for the | 
rest of the day. 

The massive treatment he 
received included close to 30 
blood transfusions and at least 
six skin grafting procedures, 
with tissue removed from de- , 
ceased persons. 

Good Wishes 

Hundreds of cards and letters, 
some from as far away as 
Seattle and Winnipeg, and gifts 
of almost every sort arrived at 
the hospital in the outpouring of 
good wishes and sympathy. 

While the family had always 
been hoping for the best, the * 
spokesman said, they realized * 
that If toe boy had survived It 2, 
would have been medical his¬ 
tory.

Treatment Given

The spokesman said David 
seemed to be doing fine until * 
Tuesday, when he developed a 
swelling of bis stomach, face 
and eyes. He responded to 
medication, however, and 24 
hours later was feeling better. 

On Thursday, his condition 
deteriorated again and he went 
into a delirious state. At 9 p.m.. 
the family was told that the. end 
was approaching. 

He died 14 hours later. 

Gift Request 

The family asked that instead 
of flowers for the funeral on 
Monday, donations be sent to 
the proposed burns unit to be 
built at St. Joseph's in memory 
of A. W. Toone, late mayor of 
Victoria and well-known labor 
I leader. 

In addition to family and 
school friends at Elizabeth 
Fisher junior high, where D$vid 
was in Grade 9, the family was 
specially grateful to the officers 
and men of HMCS Qu’Appelle 
who offered their blood and akin 
for transplants and ' gave toe 
boy a television set and a tape 
recorder. 

Tape Message 

It was on that tape recorder 
that David last exchanged 
words with his brother and two 
sister, who were not able to 
R visit him because of the danger 
of infection. During his illness, 
he recorded two, 10-minute 
messages for them. 

David told ambulance attend¬ 
ants when he was being brought 
to hospital that he was trying to 
start a fire In a four-gallon 
bucket. He started it once, 
thought it had gone out and 
poured gasoline on it. 

When the gasoline hit the 
flames, it blazed up into the one- 
gallon can and exploded.

A makeshift intercom system sat near the 
head of David Doyle’s bed, with its buttons 
always on “talk.” 

And when he was taken to the operating 
rooms, he had to be wheeled down corridors 
where there was a risk of picking up infeo- 
tion. 

The nurses of the ward spent countless 
hours of their,own time on research, trying 
to find something they could do to make up 
for toe lack oi a proper burns unit.

That was the setting, described by a doc¬ 
tor Friday night. In which the boy was 
treated at St. Joseph's Hospital, which is now 
trying to find 370,000 to build a ward for the 
care of about 200 burns victims a year. 


In such a ward—St. Joseph's proposes 
one with five beds—special Intercoms, for 
example, are built into the walls which 
allow the patient to communicate with nurses 
and visitors without using his hands. 


“The community and hospital responded 
to David’s needs in a manner for which they 
can be most proud,” said the doctor. "How¬ 
ever. many of the things which they provided 
should have been available routinely.” 

The rigid isolation techniques used in 
bums cases could also be provided more 
economically—that is to say, at less expense 
to the taxpayers—with such a unit, said the 
doctor.

Plant on the Slant 


By M. V. CHE8NUT 

For several days now I have been 
yakking away about roses — why you 
should plant them, when to plant, where 
to plant and what kinds to plant. After 
all this theorizing, it is about time we 
got the lead out of our blue jeans and 
started bunging our bushes into the 
ground. 

When I was first taught bow to plant 
a rose, my instructor — an old Scottish 
professional gardener — insisted that I 
take out a circular hole some 15 inches 
across and 8 inches deep, and build a 
mound of beaten earth in the middle. 
The idea was to sit the rose bush on 
this mound with die roots spread out 
evenly, radiating outward and down¬ 
ward from the centre, then fill in tha 
beds and make very firm. 


plants to get the roots bunched up and 
sloping off in one direction only — I 
suppose it Is to make packaging easier. 

I was still puzzling over this when I 
ran across a magazine article by Percy 
Wright of Saskatoon advocating the 
planting of roses on the slant, in a 
squarish hole with a sloping bottom. 
Later, while browsing through the 
Royal Horticultural Society's excellent 
handbook on roses, I found the same on- 
the-slant method described by F. 
Fairbrother, President of Britain's 
National Rose Society. 

When two such eminent rosarians as 
Mr. Wright and Mr. Fairbrother hit 
upon the same techniques, while 
working independently half a world 
■part, tiie method must have merit, and 
In fact I find it much more effective 
than the older upright planting. 

Take out a squarish hole 18 inches 
long by about a foot wide and with a 
sloping bottom, three inches deep at one 
end and slanting to nine Inches deep at 
the other. Any long or straggling toots 
on the rose are shortened and any 
damaged ones cut away. 


Generally speaking, the aoQ exca¬ 
vated from the planting hols is seldom 
good enough to put back in "as is." I 
like to mix my fill-in soil with peat 
moss, about one part peat to three 
parts sofl, plus a good slug of bona 
meal, about cupfuls far each rose. 

Put a little of this mixture on tha 
floor of the slant-bottomed hole, then 
arrange the rose in the proper position 
and fill in with the prepared soil mix 
over the spread-out roots. When the 
filling-in is about two-thirds oosnpieted, 
stop and pour a couple of quarts of 
transplanting or "starter** solution in 
the hole. 


Plain water would serve, actually, 
for the main purpose of pouring liquid 
in the hide is to bring tiie soil into close 
and intimate contact with the roots, 
which it does more effectively than any 
firming with the feet. A little mDd 
stimulant added to the wa ter, though, 
gets the roots off to a good atart. 

We make up our "Planter's Punch 1 * 
by adding one tatdespoonfid of liquid 
fertilizer — liquid seaweed, fish or 
whale — per gallon of water, plus a few 
drops of Dhoon's Vitamin Bl. 

Wien the eolation drains awsy, 
complete the fiHtag in with loose, dry 
■oil on top. No treading is necessftry or 
desirable in this method of planting, as 
the solution will do all tiie firming 
required. 


When I started writing about garden¬ 
ing, I passed tills information along 
conscientiously until, a few years ago, I 
realized suddenly that rose busfaea had 
changed stace my younger days. The 
plants we buy nowadays dent have 
roots radiating outward in all directions 
from the centre — they are growing 
more or less in a bunch and pointing 
only one way, and no matter how you 
fiddle with them, you just can’t make 
them take up a circular position. 

I don't know what the modem 
commercial rose grower does to his

Australian Accused 


DA" NANG, (UPI) — The 
U.S. Air Force announced 
Friday it has taken from the 
U.S. Marines control of Amer¬ 
ican air lupport in South 
Vietnam’s northern quarter. 

The move angered many 
marines, from generals to 
men in the trenches. 

Until last week, the 1st 
Marine Air Wing controlled 


the scheduling and directing 
of air strikes in support of 
marines and army troops in 
the five northern provinces. If 
the marine wing needed help 
from the air force, a request 
was made through channels. 

Now, in the name of "closer 
coordination for more effec¬ 
tive use of resources," the air 
force has taken over. 


"Why, oh why, did they have 
to do this to us at this time?" 
one marine commander 
asked. "We are nose deep in 
problems of fighting the Reds 
an now we have to take on 
the air force too. This is too 
much." 

Air force officers in the 
northern provinces welcomed

Wounded Vessel Unloading 


Experts Rush to Ship's Side

Officials flew to Victoria 
Friday from as far away as 
T<^yo to inspect the battered 
and fire-scorched hull of the 
Japanese freighter Suwaharu 
Maru at Ogden Point. 

Unloading of 3,000,000 board 
feet of logs from the deck of 
the damaged ship begins this 
morning, George Dawson of 
King Brothers ship agents, 
reported Friday. 

Hie ship, which was in 
collision with the supertanker 
Mandoil II nine days ago 
about 350 mBes off the Oregon 
coast, has about 6,4X10,000 
board feet of logs in her 
bolds. 

Insurance adjusters, own¬ 
ers’ representatives and sur¬ 
veyors are inspecting the ship 
while the 35-man crew settles 
back in after arriving from 
Portland by way of Port 
Angeles Friday morning. 

The vessel was towed into 
Victoria Thursday night by 
two tugs of the Foes Tug 
Company,of Seattle. 

* * * 

The crew’s mess rooms and 
quarters were not damaged in 
the collision, Mr. Dawson 
said, and toe galleys are being 
put back in operation. 

The crew was rescued from 
the freighter after toe oofli- 
aion and taken to Portland, 
remaining there until Thurs¬ 
day night 

Meanwhile the Island Tug k 
Barge oil barge Islander 
Tanker II, laden with salvage 
and repair equipment, was 
being towed to Nootka Sound 
to meet toe supertanker Man¬ 
doil n.

The fire aboard the Man¬ 
doil n, with its cargo of 
10 , 000,000 gallons of thin naph¬ 
tha-base oil, has flared inter¬ 
mittently since it collided with 
the Japanese freighter Feb. 
28. Eleven at the Liberian 
tanker’s 43-man crew were 
killed in the crash and 
resulting fire. 

Burned valves have let an 
estimated 500,000 gallons of 
the cargo escape into the sea 
but toe leakage has been 
stopped. 

Islander Tanker □ contains 
high density foam to restore 
the tanker’s buoyancy and an 
oil boom device able to 
surround toe tanker to keep 
oil from escaping. 

At Ogden Point, toe unload¬ 
ing of the Japanese freighter 
is expected to take from four 
days to a week. 


Gorge Residents Oppose 
Pollution Warning Plan 


A group of citizens who live 
near the Gorge indicated Friday 
it would take toe Greater 
Victoria Metropolitan Board of 
Health to court If it puts 
pollution placards along the 
|waterway. 

The determined mood shines 
through a letter which Mis. 
Maraey Stevenson, a lawyer 
representing the Gorge Water¬ 
ways Society, has written to the 
health board. 

It claims there is no scientific 
evidence to say that infectious 
hepatitis is contracted through 
swimming in polluted water 
and, in any case, the Gorge is 
much less polluted than many 
other beaches to which the 
public has access here. 

BOARD LETTER . 

On Feb. 26, the health board 
wrote a letter to the Gorge 
group which said it intended to 
have the area placarded "by 
early April.” 

Mrs. Stevenson suggests the 
matter be review by an impar¬ 
tial body, such as a committee oi 
toe B.C. Medical Association or a 
committee at biologists and 
economists who already are 
dealing with Gorge problems. 

The Gorge group, in addition 
to laying no cases of hepatitis 
have been proven as a result of 
swimming in the estuary, says 
that placarding probably would 
have little effect on the future 
incidence of the disease in this 
area. 

"The remote possibility ofj 
swimming in polluted water! 
resulting In a hepatitis outbreak 
cannot be ruled out but even if 
there were significant risk the 
danger would- be greater at 
other places on the Victoria 
coastline . . says the letter.

Fourteen-year-old David . 
Doyle died in St Joseph's * 
Hospital Friday, the last 
day of a gallant, 87-day 
battle against the terrible 
bums which covered most 
of his body. 

"Everything medically and 
humanly possible was done,” a 
spokesman for the family said a 
few hours after toe boy died in 
St. Joseph’s 3-C surgery Ward at 
11:05 a.m. 

David suffered burns to 85 per 
cent of his body when a one- 
gallon gasoline can he was 
holding exploded on the after¬ 
noon of Monday, Dec. It 

Rolled on Ground 

He roiled on the ground 
behind his home at 2780 Mill- 
stream Road trying to put out 
the flames that were searing his 
body. * 

The doctors and nurses who 
had attended toe boy day and 
night during the three-month ] 
ordeal were depressed for the J 
rest or the day. 

The massive treatment he 
received included close to 30 
blood transfusions and at least 
six skin grafting procedures, 
with tissue removed from de¬ 
ceased persons. 

Good Wishes 

Hundreds of cards and letters, 
some from as far away as 
Seattle and Winnipeg, and gifts 
of almost every sort arrived at 
the hospital in the outpouring of 
good wishes and sympathy. 

While the family had always 
been hoping for the best, the * 
spokesman said, they realized * 
that if the boy had survived It £ 
would have been medical his¬ 
tory. Burns covered almost 
every part of his body except * 
toe face. *

Treatment Given

The spokesman said David 
seemed to be doing fine until “ 
Tuesday, when he developed a 
swelling of his stomach, face 
and eyes. He responded to 
medication, however, and 24 
hours later was feeling better. 

On Thursday, his condition 
deteriorated again and he went 
into a delirious state. At 9 p.m., 
the family was told that the end 
was approaching. 

He died 14 hours later. 

Gift Request 

The family asked that instead 
of Bowers for the funeral on 
Monday, donations be sent to 
the proposed burns unit to be 
built at St. Joseph's in memory 
of A. W. Toone, late mayor of 
Victoria and well-known labor 
I leader. 

In addition to family and 
school friends at Elizabeth 
Fisher junior high, where David 
was in Grade 9, the family was 
specially grateful to the officers 
and men of HMCS Qu'Appelle 
who offered their htood and akin 
for transplants and gave the 
boy a television set and a.tape 
recorder. 

Tape Message 

It was on that tape recorder 
that David last exchanged 
words with his brother and two 
slater, who were not able to 
1 visit him because of tha danger 
of infection. During his illness, 
he recorded two, 10-minute 
messages for them. 

David told ambulance attend¬ 
ants when he was being brought 
to hospital that he was trying to 
start a fire in a four-gallon 
bucket. He started it once, 
thought it had gone out and 
poured gasoline on it 
When the gasoline hit the 
Bamea, it blazed up into the one- 
gallon can and exploded.

A makeshift intercom system sat near the 
head of David Doyle's bed, with its buttons 
always on “talk." 

And when he was taken to the operating 
rooms, he had to be wheeled down corridors 
where there was a risk of picking up infeo- 
tion. 

The nurses oi the waft spent countless 
hours of their own time on research, trying 
to find something they could do to make up 
for the lack o! a proper burns unit. 

* * ★ 

That was the setting, described by a doc¬ 
tor Friday night* in whioh the boy was 
treated at St. Joseph’s Hospital, which is now- 
trying to find $70,000 to build a ward for the 
care of about 200 burns victims a year. 


In such a ward—St: Joseph’s proposes 
one with five beds—special intercoms, tor 
example, are built into the walls which 
allow the patient to communicate with nurses 
and visitors without using his hands. 


“The community and hospital responded 
to David's needs In a manner for which they 
can be most proud,” said the doctor. "How¬ 
ever. many of the things which they provided 
should have been available routinely.’* 

The rigid isolation techniques used in 
bums cases could also be provided more 
economically—that is to say, at less expense 
to the taxpayers—with such a unit, said the 
doctor.
